The Wool Conference.

There i8 not the most remote proba-
bility that the schedulo of rovised tarif
rates on wool and woolen manvfuctures,
adopted by the conference ol wool grow-
ors and manufacturers held in Washing-
ton last week, will receive the favorable
consideration of congress, except so fur,
perhaps, as it may suggest corrections
of inconsistencies and abuses shown to
exist, The demand of the conference
is that the wool tariff of 1867 shall bo
substantially vestored, by which duties
on ull grades would be materially in-
ereased, and that there be an addition
of fifteen per cent ad valorem on woolen
goods, so that the manufacturer would
bo fortified against the inereased cost of
the raw materinl, Reduced to its last

effect, the proposition is to increase the
cost o the consumer of all woolen goods
from 25 to 40 per cent. Munifestly thero
is no possible chance for the success of
such o proposition in the present con-
gress and with the pees

the sehodulo ns adoptod, and ave taking
stops to organize the manufacturers op-
posed toa high wool tariff for the pur-
pose of antagonizing before congross
the conforencen schedulo. There has
been a great deal said by lending man-
ufneturors duping the past fow woeksin-
dientivio of o mnterial echange from thae
views they linve hitherto profossed.
The president of the Connecticul car-
pet compiny, which employs more than
eighteou  hundred  porsons and  uses
seven million pounds of wool each year,
siid of tho tariff on ecoarpet wools that

it is sunply for revenus, and pot at all’

for protection, =ince such wools cnn-
not pe had  in this  country ouly
in  very limited  amounts.  Nearly
the whole supply of wools  used
in the manufacture of earpets comes
from South America, Russin, Egypt,
Syrin and thoe east gencrally.  The pro-
toetion from the daty on those wools is
teally in fuvor of the foreign manufae-
turar, who, his raw  material
froe, is onuhlod o undersell the Amer-
wenn manufaeturer,  During the last
fiscal yenr there wore exported from tho
United States only 7,710 yards of carpet,
yet the domestie marvket was  glutted,
Minufacturers in other lines have been
cqually explivit in expressing the opin-
jon that the taeidl on wool should not he
inerensod, while some hove insistoad that
free wool would ultimately be to the ad-
vibige of both the growers and the
muuufacturers, in that 1t would enable
the latter to greatly enlarge their
trade with other countries and thereby
inereasoe the demand for the raw muote-
rinl. A Boston paper, asserting thuat
tho interests of New  England  are
clearly on the side of free wool, or ot
least o lower wool  tariff, says: “Our
Noew Englund woolen mills foel the
burdan of the tuxes on their raw mate-
vial in the shape of a restrictod miftket.
Fspecially the great New England car-
poet industrios at Lowell, Clinton, Wor-
cester and Longmeadow are hoeavily
handicappoed by the tax on carpet wools,
all of which must be imported.”  These
expressions indicate the charactor and
strength of the opposition that will be
miude Lo the proposed restoration of the
wool tarifl of 1867,

The assamption of the conference thot
the reduction in the tarilf on wool in
188 is wholly reaponsible for the subse-
quent docronse in the number of shoepin
the country, amounting in three yours
to nbhout six million, is by no meand im-
preguable,  The truth is the decline of
the sheep husbandry was very muarked
during the greater part of the high
tariff period after 1867. In that your
there weare 50,000,000 sheep in theelght
principal wool-growing stales eastof the
Mississippi, and ten years Inter the num-
ber had declined to 15,000,000, There
was an inereaso meanwhile in the west
and southwest, but in 1579 the total
pumber had fallen from 80,500,000 to
35,100,000,  Then there was an inerease
to 49,200,000 in 1885, since which there
has  been  a  falling  off, though
the number of sheep in the country
vow is greater by flive million than
